You have never taken my advice, 
or we might have boon wc-ll provided for now. 
1'ov have been ambitious to be a busiiieBb man 
among business men, and Imvo worked hard, 
but to no purpose. Whore we might have had 
a nice homo of onr homo, by ueggiuniug mod- 
estly aud building up by degrees, you have in- 
aistt'd on having ycmr own way, aud what lian 
it come to'i You have a good education, but 
an impractical one, and what good does it do 
you? Where wo might have boon moving in 
good society, and not know what it was to 
want, hcru'we aio in a great city, without 
friends, aud completely at aoa, without a i ud- 
der." 
1 objected to talking these unpleasant mat- 


torn over, but sho insisted. 


'•Now is just the time," «he said, 
'-When 


tho ocean ii smooth a ship can get along with- 
out trouble, but vhou there- is a stoim and 
danger is ahead good navigation iu needed 
We aro in a storm now, and somebody must 
navigate our craft till wo get through. If you 
can't (In it I will. Our poverty ia tho roanlt 
not of lack of industry, but of misdirected en- 
eigy. I am going to'dre-as-making, and I will 
gnaYr.utoo 1 can make our living, aud wh.it 
\ou mako can bo laid by." 
1 objected, for reasons not necessary to htate, 


but she is a bravo littlu woman, and Inn du- 
ti'rmiiied to act, and 1 dou't know but it is bet- 
tor, 
after all. But the object of this article is 


not to make a public confcbsiou, though thoy 
pav ''1111 open confession is good for the son!," 
bo'much as to give to scores of people who.thia 
very night, aro in tho same position we art1, 
some practical suggestions. They have labored 
and sacrificed 
cveythmg to accomplished 


what for them are impossibilities, and then 
blame the w orld for its coldness, while their 
next-door neghbor, who baa no such high 
aspirations, ia an humble mechanic, and lives 
in comfort and 
happiness. 
Ho 
knows 


not tho pangs of poverty, as do we who have 
been superficially educated, who havo been 
roared ia what the world calls respectability, 
and worry out our lives to keep before the 
wmld a face thai is false as tho father of lies 
himself. That mechanic is the man of tiuo 
respectability, while we aro constantly deceiv- 
ing ourselves in the attempt to deceive the 
w oild. Well, who in to blamo? We may lay it 
to our parents, who kept us, by falso ideas of 
espoctabihty, from learning a trade, and 
uiuched us "out on tho world without any rud- 
er. We aro inexperienced in more practical 
lungs, and thoio aro too many educated fools 
.ko us trying to live by their wits. But how aro 
we to geiVjut of these ruts? I know of butono 
vty, which is to get out. Bury the past; lay 
ut a new plan for tho future. Let your wife 
teUi what she can; but, for God's sake, and 
ior sake, do all you can to alleviate her bur- 
don 
That is what I am going to do. Society 


jwes us nothing, except its we render socic'ty 
ervico. There is in tliia world no such thing 
as independence. 
Wo aro all, rich and poor, 


ntor-depcndont. By the labor of the poor tho 
ic!i thrive; by tho wealth of tho rich tlio poor 
ivo. Thero is no man, except lie bo an idiot, 
rho cannot extend to society Home prachcil 
ervico, for which he will receive a piopor- 
:onate rcv.'ard. But wo must step down iiom 
.in- position of assumed respectability to a 
ower level, and develop ourselves, If wo mou 
vere the onlv sufferers from our own miMiian- 
iigcment it would bo, bad enough, but how 
iiuc'li worse is it to diag our wives and ehild- 
•en down with us? The weight of tho bunion 
'alls on them, and the pangs they suffer are 
en-fold uur own. • Yet we don't like to coun- 
sel \utli our wives, wlion, if wo did, in nine 
•anc-.s out of ten, wo would actually bo bi'tk'i 
iff. 
Let us not blamo tho world, b'ut place tho 


aiilt whore it lies, with ourselves, und take 
i new tack.

Whilo the memory of the archbishop will be 


ehcribhod especially by members of liis own 
fold, Americans generally will sometimes re- 
member his ardent patriotism during tlio war 
of the rebellion, aud tlio readiuc&R with which 
ho accepted Mr. Lincoln's commission, sug- 
gested by Mr. Howard, who, an a New Yorker, 
was WLll acquainted with the talents and 
temper of the archbishop, to accompany Mr. 
Weed to Europe, and especially to labor with 
the government of Franco to withhold official 
recognition of tbe confederacy. It was bis 
modest report to Mr. Seward upon his return: 
"I am not certain that any act or word or in- 
fluence of mine has bad the slightest effect iu 
preventing either England or France from 
plunging into the unhappy divisions that h.ivo 
threatened tho union ot the 0111.0 prosperous 
states. On the other hand, I may h.iy that 
no day, uo hour even, was spent in Europe iu 
which I did not according to opportunity, 
labor for peace between Europe aud Amurici. 
So far that peace has not been disturbed,'' 
It 


will be remembered, also, that when dema- 
gogues in New Yoik had wrought an illiter.ite 
aud passionate people to tho commission of vi- 
oleuco by false representations of the purpose 
and the effect oftlio draft, dliringthe war of tin' 
rebellion, be exertod himself to tho utmost of 
an iuiluonce that was considerable to prevent 
tho destruction of tho city.

(loath in one of its most frighful 
forms, ought to start the inquiry 
whether mine-owners should not be 
hold criminally responsible when they 
neglect to guard the lives of their 
employes from a danger that is 
apparent to the most casual observer. 
The present disaster had its prece- 
dent three years ago, in a break 
through at tho same spot, which was 
hastily patched up and left to invite 
the catastrophe that came on Friday.

again and again, and a small stream of wa- 
ter running down the center of the track. 
The truth at once flashed upon ran that I 
was in danger, and that the water was 
coining from sonic unknown locality. I 
rn-,lie<I as fa*t as the nature of the passage 
would allow to where I thought my two 
sons were at work, but foi'nd that they had 
gone. I then yelled at the top of my voice 
to the men near me, tiud made as fast as I 
could for the air-shaft, where I knew there 
wab a ladder, and that 1 could get out.

up to mv armpits, and I had a hard time to 
cet up tlie shaft, so exhausted was I with 
the rapid run I had made in the stooping 
position. When I got home, great Uodi 
what did I sec? There, upon her bed, lay 
my wife, tearing her hair and wailing in al- 
most a crazy condition. '0. John,'she 
said, 'where are tho boyaV The truth then 
Hashed upon me that perhaps they were 
dead. I went buck as fast as I could, and 
found that my horrible anticipations were 
only too true,' »tid that the boys had not 
been seen since entering the shaft In tho 
morning.' 
It is. said by the mine inspector Ithat the 


work o£ pumping the water out will require 
at least two days, and until that time the 
anxious people" who have been affected by 
this terrible calamity will be compelled to 
wait for a view of their dead friends or 
relative*.

Your correspondent h;is just suc- 


ceeded in getting confirmation of 
the reported disaster at Braidwood 
in a brief interview with A. L. Sweet. 
President of the Four Mineb Com 
puny and the Diamond Mine. Com- 
pany. Mr. Sweet tuys that 800 men 
were in the various shafts thiw after- 
noon, when the ground sagged un- 
der the weight of water that had 
saturated and loosened it. 
Sixty- 


two men were in one shaft, which 
caught the bulk of the falling de- 
bris and which was instantly flooded. 
Kvery ono of 
them was either 


drowned or smothered inside of five 
minutes. 
Their bodies are buried 


beneath many tons of earth. One 
hundred acres have been excavated, 
and the miners not in the unfortu- 
nate shaft escaped. 
Digging and 


pumping is going on vigorously, but 
it will be many hours before tho first 
bodies are reached. The mine was 
of the ordinary kind, supplied with 
regular shafts and supposed to bo 
well protected from accidents. 
The

VANDAUA, ILL. Feb.—The waters 


of the Okaw bottoms, which were 
slowly receding yesterday, are again 
rapidly rising. It is believed, how- 
ever, the cold snap will check the 
mad waters before they reach the 
alarming proportions of yesterday 
and the day before.

BRAID-WOOU, ILL., Feb. 18.—The 


situation at tho scene of Friday's dis- 
aster is about the same as given in 
Sunday's dispatches. The interest, 
instead of decreasing, is on the in- 
crease as time passes along and no 
prospect for the immediate recovery 
of the bodies seems evident. Crowds 
of people from country and city 
throng the fields near the scene of 
the accident, and exhibit the morbid 
curiosity that is so prominent upon 
such 
occasions. 
Work upon the 


water buckets which are to be used 
in the main shaft is almost completed 
and the donkey engines are manned, 
ready to commence pumping at a 
moment's notice. 
Two additional 


pumps are to be placed in the old 
shaft near by, and they will be ready 
for work soon. The track which was 
laid to the dam was used to dump 
carts of dirt over, and did much to 
facilitate the work of cutting off from 
the interior of the mine the immense 
tract of water that covers the prairie 
under the icy sheet. 
Only a small 


porty of men were at work this after- 
noon, and they did not seem to be 
imbued with much spirit in the work, 
and it can not be wondered at when 
it is learned that they receive no com- 
pensation for their labor. A number 
of small boys have manned the 
cars, and they are run very easily 
down the incline plane to the end of 
the track, where they are dumped. 
The dam is about half made, and it 
is confidently expecte'd that it will be 
limshod to-night, and that pumping 
the water out will require at least 
two days, and until that time the 
anxious people who have been af- 
flicted by this terrible calamity will be 
compelled to wait for a view of their 
dead friends or relatives. 


A rumor gained currency this 


morning to the effect that there were 
several cases of actual destitution in 
tho village of Diamond, and that the 
people had heard that the company 
would not do anything for them. 
Your correspondent made a careful 
inquiry among the officials of the 
company, as well as among the af- 
flicted villagers, and found that sev- 
eral of them were in need, and fur- 
ther that the company had agreed to 
do all in its power to relieve cases of 
immediate destitution. The grocery 
of the company will be open to those 
who are in need. 
The principal 


fault that is found is that the corn- 
is not willing to pay the force of 
men who are kept busy night and 
day working on the dam. It is al- 
leged thai the company is not doing 
what it should in the matter, but 
from a careful examination it would 
appear that the people have been re- 
ceiving a great deal of consideration 
from tho corporation and that they 
have no cause to complain.

Carelessness in Fastening a Fire Escape. 


CHICAGO, February 19.—Win. McClel- 


land, a patent fire-escape filler, received 
what will "probably prove fatal injuries 
while exhibiting bis "fire-escape" at the 
corner of Madbou and Halstead streets, 
Saturday morning. 
His "escape1' con- 


sists of a long rope and on a steel traveler, 
which is fastened to a belt around the waist 
of the operator. The traveler which, is 
connected with the rope by two eyelets, 
through which the rope runs, can be stop- 
ped at any time in the descent by tautening 
the rope beneath, on the principle whereby 
a tent cleat holds tight.' When McClelland 
attempted to exhibit the apparatus this 
mornins.lntending to descend from the 4th 
story of the brick building on the southeast 
corner of Madison and llalstcad streets, he 
fastened one end of the rope to a jknob fas- 
tened to the bane-board of the wall of the 
room, and used as a buffer for the door to 
swing against, and cast the rope out of the 
window. He then proceeded to descend, 
but had not slid down more than a foot 
when the knob to which the end of the 
rope was fastened gave way, and McClel- 
land was precipitated to the stone sidewalk 
below, a distance of fiftv feet. Directly 
underneath him was a dummy used by 
cl-Jthinj; stores to exhibit suita of clothes 
on, and upon this he first fell before roach- 
ing the pavement, the dummy materially 
breaking the force of his fall. When pick- 
ed up McClelland was found to have re- 
ceived severe injuries in the back and head, 
and he also suffered internally. He was 
taken to the County Hospital J where the 
physicians expressed some hope of laving 
his life, but it is considered a slim chance. 
McClelland has been exhibiting his fire- 
escape for some weeks past at the Commer- 
cial Hotel, and had arranged for an exhibi- 
tion at the Monatauk building. He is a 
Canadian, and, so far as known, has 110 
relatives in Chicago, although an elderly 
gentleman, who could not be found, was 
associated with him in business. 


A Very Serious Failure In Chicago. 
CHICAGO, February 19.—Messrs. J. V. 
Ayer & Sons, a very prominent iron con- 
ce'rn, failed here Saturday. The firm re- 
fuses to mnke any statement, but its liabil- 
ities are figured by people conversant with 
the concern's business at $1,000.000. Its 
assets are not known. The failure 
is 


pronounced a. bad one, and it is said that 
it will most likely involve a number of other 
concerns, here and in Ohio. The liabilities 
are, mostly to banks here and at Youngs- 
town, 0. 
Among iron men it created con- 
sternation, and among the banks all was 
gloom. It is said on good authority that 
to-day, after the announcement of the fail- 
ure, all the bonks went care'fully over all 
the Iron paper held by them.

PULPIT ECHOES. 


Thirty-Four Converts Unite with 


the Church at the Harrison 


Meeting—The Eevival. 


Services at the Other Churches. 


Sunday forenoon Eev.'J. P. Dimmitt 


occupied the pulpit at the First M. E.

There 
was considerable commotion among prop- 
erty owners along the Wabash road when 
it was intimated that the extension might 
possibly be built from the Union depot 
westward on Cerro Gordo street.

There are places in every 
town mid almost every neighborhood 
where nt certain ralo-s tood and lodging 
will be furnished, mid, therefore, those 
who claim hospitality for the sole sake 
of physical supplies can not claim either 
tho rights or privileges ol guest1:. They 
are dependent on the mere sufferance 
tif their host, and may well be thankfu' 
for whatever they may receive. 


Thomas Jefferson, after his retire 


ment to Monticollo, ruined himsell 
financially by excessive hospitality, and 
reduced his children and grandchildrei 
to poverty. He kept open house, ant 
everybody who came (and everybody 
did coiae) was invited to stay for din 
ner. We do not rememberto have seen 
a singla commendation of this course 
and Jefferson's example in this regan 
has found few followers. He gave to 
strangors and to thousands who came 
solely lor the "loaves and fishes" wha 
he should have saved for his own family 
and he received in return no just eqniv 
alent. 
But having begun to keep open 


house, he, like many others, found nc 
place to stop. A stop, however, mus 
be made if one has thus begun, or dis 
aster i * sure to follow.

leartily glad to return to his old quar- 
ors afterliis experience with the "phil- 
anthropist" who attempted to reform 
lim after his last discharge. Old Lang- 
leimer says that soon after his release, 
n Jane, he received a letter, "so nice 
dot I could not read him," from a doc- 
tor residing at Spring Mills, a small vil- 
a<"e in Center County. Be took the 
etter to his son-in-law and found that 
the writer desired to reform him. 
The 


old man was invited to come on to Cen- 
;er County; was told that the best o) 
oare would be taken of him, and that 
\aa only work would be to attend to the 
lower-garden and to employ the artistic 
taste which he had exhibited in decorat- 
ing his cell in improving the grounds ol 
!iis patron. 
The bsnevolent gentleman 


had prudently neglected to send any 
money or ticket to old Langbeimer, but 
kindly referred him to George W. 
Childs for the wherewithal to pay his 
passage. 
The venerable jail-bird, ac- 


cording to his own story, went to Mr. 
Childs and showed him the letter. The 
benevolent proprietor of the ledger, al-

tho t eet upon the treadle raises the seat 
again, without the operator having to 
eet up, and without stopping the motor. 
The treadle is adjustable, so as to suit 
the weight of the person at work, and 
the »peed can be varied to suit the re- 
quirements of the work by the back 
pressure of the treadle. While a sewing 
machine requires 100 to 150 movements 
of the treadle per minute, this motor 
requires only four or five.
